OLDEST PARIS NEWSPAPER. 


The Journal Det Debata and Napo- 


leon's Famous Newa Order 


The oldest newspaper In Paris, the 


Journal des Debate, was one of the 
cluster of newspapers which sprang 
Into being with the beginnings of pop- 
ular government In 1789 


It was founded by a printer named 


Bnudoln and purported to be, as Its 
name shows, a mere chronicle of po- 
litical events 
Owing to Its pungent 


criticisms of men and affairs It soon 
became one of the most Influential of 
the Parts Journals 


In 1805 the paper was compelled by 


Napoleon to change Its name and be- 
came the Journal de 1'Emplre 
It was 


In the course of the correspondence 
which took place between Napoleon 
and tbe editor, rievee, on tbe subject 
of the threatened censorship that the 
emperor gave the order which has be- 
come famous, about the policy ot the 
newspaper, 'that It should publish no 
news unfavorable to the government 
until the truth was so well known that 
publication n as needless ' 


Aftci Napoleon's retirement to Bib 


the paper resumed Its old title It 
still edited and printed In the bous 
where It was first started, beside th 
church of St Germain de 1'Auierrols 
from the tower of which the slgna 
was given for the massacre of St Ba 
tholomew's eva Of all the great Par! 
newspapers It has been the least 
fected by the modern developments o 
journalism, and Its dignified columns 
are an encouragement to thoughtful re- 
flection and a serious study of affairs

Is allowed to cool once more.' As no 
air can enter the space left vacant by 
the withdrawal of the molten mass a 
perfect vacuum, It Is believed.

The First Crude Ones That Were li 


•ued by Great Britain 


The adhesive postage stamp hod Hi 


origin In England as a direct oution i. 
of the postal reforms Introduced I \ 
8k Rowland mil, whose master mind 
created not only the Inestimable boon 
ef penny postage but the means In 
iwhich It was cniried into effect—the 
adhesive postage stamps 


At the time of the passing of tin. 


uniform penny postage act In 1839 all 
postal charges were paid In cash (utu 
ally on delivery). Involving an cuor 
mous amount of bookkeeping on the 
part of the postofflce, which noiilu 
have been Increased a 
hundredfold 


when the reduced r*tes of postn0 
came Into force but for the suggestion 
of the great postal reformer for a bit 
of papar Just large enough to boar the 
•tamp and coated at the back with n 
glutinous wash' being subsequent!} 
embodied in the famous one penu} 
black postage- label and Its consort thL 
twopence blue, which mode the'r debut 
In May, 1840, and were the progenitors 
of all adhesive postage stamps 


For three short years Great Britain 


enjoyed a monopoly of this novel nnd 
handy method of collecting postige 
until In July, 1843, the enlightened em 
pire of Brazil followed suit with a 
series of unprepossessing adhesive la 
bela of native manufacture adorned 
with large numerals of value In place 
of a design 


In 1847 the United States entered tlie 


field with two beautifully engraved 
portraits of Franklin and Washington 
while the head of Ceres the goddess of 
agriculture, found place on the first 
stamps of the French republic en 
graved by the elder Barre, which tmdc 
their debut on Jan 
1 1849— Strand
